A petition signed by thirty-eight contractors, proteeting agalnst a charge made

for plans and specifications on construction vwork for the Clty, other than a deposit
to'sﬁﬁrantee the éare return of same, was submitted by Edwara T, Lorey; An explanation
of thls.ohérge oh_plans and specifications for the new Servioe Bullding waa‘given by
Chas. H. Page, 8., Arghiteoé. After some dlscusslion, it was the sense of the meeting
that the charge in queétion should not_pe éllowed on city prolects.

A petition‘gignéd by property owners in the viclnity,'aaking for a street llght
at.tne end of the é600 block on East Second Street, was recéived; and the matter wae
referred to the CAty Manaéer to have the light installed Af poesible to do so.

A written request from the H., Beoker Eatate,'aaking for a change in the zoning
of the south one-half of Block No. 181, Orlginal OAty, from Resldence WBM Distriot
to Commercial "CH D@striet, wae received, The matter was referred to the Board. of
Adjustment for recommendation, and a public hearing on same vas called for Feoruary 10.
